Gabor Zinner and Whitney 
Hardy were returned to office as 
President and External Vice- 
President, respectively, in 
yesterday's Students' Society 
elections. David Weiner 
emerged victorious in a tight 
contest for Internal V-P. 

Zinner earned 60% of the 
votes cast in the presidential 
race, tallying 1474. Doug Amos, 
a Popular Student Front can- 
didate, followed with 440 votes. 
David Rovins, incumbent Inter- 
nal Vice-President, received 367 
ballots. 

The closest candidate to 
Hardy's 1341 first-place finish 
was Ze'ev lonis, also from the 
PSF who pulled in 389 votes. 
Sam Luft earned a close third 
with 331, while Steve Cohen en- 
ded with 196. 

Only 65 votes separated the 
first three contestants for the 
position of Internal V-P. Mark 
Bernier trailed David Weiner's 
584 with 545 votes. Gerry 
Vazquez followed with 529 
ballots. In the fourth and fifth

The 
mandate of the Zinner-Hardy- 
Rovins executive expires in 
June. At that time, zzinner and 
Hardy will begin a fresh term in 
office, with David Weiner as 
their new sidekick.

STATEMENT FROM THE POPULAR STUDENT FRONT 

In this election 440 students have taken the unprecedented step 
of standing up and declaring themselves against US imperialism 
and Anglo-Canadian colonialism. They realize that these are the 
root causes of the problems facing us at McGill and that it is in the 
general interest of students to support the national liberation of the 
Quebec people.

We also support the National Petition for a People's Quebec, and 
will soon be asking people and groups on campus to take a stand 
on this as well. 



After a heavy snow storm, a 
moderate election turnout and a 
30 minute power failure in the 
Union which forced a ballot 
count by candle-light, a 
somewhat new executive came 
out the winners. They are In- 
cumbents Gabor Zinner and 
Whitney Hardy and a 
newcomer, David Weiner, who 
will succeed David Rovins as 
Internal Vice-President on July 
1. Yesterday the Dally spoke to 
all three concerning the issues 
raised in the election campaign 
and their respective plans for 
next year's Students' Society. 

GABOR ZINNER 

Gabor Zinner, the re-elected 
President of the Students' 
Society, expressed his intention 
to "hold open forums and 
initiate discussion on the nature 
of the Students' Society," as 
well as to go out among the 
students to obtain their points of 



view. He said that he began 
doing this even before the cam- 
paign. 

But he opposed the idea of 
"throwing out Robert's Rules 
of Order" for Council meetings. 
"It is necessary to have a set of 
proceedings in order to com- 
petently administer student af- 
fairs," he asserted. 

"Anybody can speak at a 
Students' Society meeting, but 
there are certain distinctions 
one has to make between an 
open meeting and a Council 
meeting where you have to get 
through an agenda. In a Coun- 
cil meeting you have to address 
yourself to certain issues." 

"Let me make it abundantly 
clear," Zinner clarified, "that I 
never ran on a Popular Student 
Front platform and my term of 
office is not going to be or- 
chestrated by PSF demands." 

Zinner also intends to "per- 
sonally get in touch with other 
universities in Quebec and in 



Canada to establish rapports." 

"We're even toying around 
with the idea of resuscitating a 
union of Canadian or Quebec 
students," he added. 

The purpose of such an 
organization is that "there's 
strength in collective 
organization." Zinner's projec- 
ted union would provide "better 
services for students in the way 
of national media, travel, and 
the discussion of broader 
issues. 

He denounced the Quebec 
government's Reseau Report as 
"a menace not only to McGill 
but to higher education in 
general in Quebec." The report 
displays "centraliziing tenden- 
cies," the effect of which would 
be to have departments scat- 
tered among several campuses. 

"If this were a linguistically 
homogeneous province, this 
would not pose a threat to 
McGill, but given that 20% of 
the population is English- 
speaking, this type of restruc- 
turing would make it impossible 
for McGill to retain all its depar- 
tments and hence remain a 
university. It would become a 
college." 

Zinner also fears that if the 
recommendations of the report 
are implemented "academic 
decisions would fall into the 
hands of government 
bureaucrats." 

"I am opposed to the idea of 
"McGill Français", Zinner 
declared. A community of one 
million is entitled to its cultural 
and linguistic institutions. And 
my focus is not limited to 
Quebec. I recognize myself to 
be living as well in Canada and 
North America with some 220 
million English-speaking 
inhabitants. 

"Furthermore, I regard any in- 
timation of eliminating this com- 
munity as falling into the best 
tradition of fascism and cultural 
genocide," Zinner said. 

"But I would never encourage 
any type of ethnic 
discrimination by McGill, as it 
has been known to do in the 
past in the case of the quota on 
Jews in medicine, for example."
